CLIMB OUT OF 
AMERICAN LEAGUE 
CELLAR 


Danny MacFayden Scores Another Win

The Red Sox broke out of the cellar by defeating the White 
Sox yesterday, 4 to 2. Danny MacFayden pitched another fine 
game, going through to the end and was better in the ninth than 
he was in the first. 

The Somerville boy hs during the past month done the best 
work of his career in professional baseball, and is the ace of the 
Red Sox pitching staff. He not only pitched a splendid game 
yesterday, but he fielded his position in a masterly manner, and 
put over the first run scored by the Red Sox with a clean single. 

He was given perfect support by his teammates, Oliver, 
Sweeney, Miller and Rhyne being a tower of strength behind 
him. While the visitors nicked him for eight hits, they never made 
more then one in an inning, except in the first, when they 
bunched a couple, and in the fourth, when they made three. 


Poor Control 


"Dutch" Henry, a southpaw who was opposed to him on the 
mound, had poor control and the Red Sox sandwiched in three 
hits, with some bases on balls and an error in the fourth inning, a 
powerful combination which, right then and there, spelled defeat 
for henry. Before then, and thereafter, as long as "Dutch" was on 
the mound, the Red Sox registered only one hit, a single by 
Scarritt with two out in the first inning. 

Caraway, another southpaw, with a most peculiar windup, 
worked the last two innings, and two of the Red Sox hits and one 
of their runs were made against him. 

One of these two hits was a double by Rhyne which Jolley 
lost through his inability to navigate the mound in left field near 
the scoreboard. Jolley stumbled at the foot of the cliff, and took a 
high dive. This lucky hit, which should have been the third out, 
was developed into a run, which, as it happened, was not needed 
to win. A couple of innings before jolley had made the grade and 
gathered in Heving's drive by a high jump at the foot of the 
scoreboard. 

The series will be brought to a close in a double-header this 


afternoon, the first game of which is scheduled to start at 2:05. 

In the game yesterday the visitors started as if they were 
going to put MacFayden on the run. Jeffries hit the first ball 
pitched for a single; Barnes popped to Miller; Reynolds doubled 
to left, but fast work by Scarritt held Jeffries at third, but he 
scored a moment later, when Regan killed off Jolley's hit over 
second, making a sensational stop, and threw the runner out at 
first. 


Gets Out of Hole 


After that there was a lull till the fourth inning, which 
Reynolds opened with a single to left, and went to third on 
Jolley's single to right, and scored on Cissel's single to right. 
These three hits in succession made things look woozy for 
Daniel, but he bore down and got out of a hole, as Clancy hit into 
a double play, Regan to Rhyne to Sweeney, and Kamm flied to 
Scarritt for the third out. 

The White Sox thus got away to a two-run lead, but they 
never seriously threatened thereafter. They made only three 
scattered hits in the last five innings, and only three batters faced 
MacFayden in the ninth. 

The Red Sox, in their half of the fourth, wiped out the 
two-run lead and worked out in front. 

Miller led off with a single, Rhyne drew a base on balls, 
Heving flied to short center, Barnes making a great running-in 
catch; MacFayden singled to center, scoring Miller; Oliver placed 
a single to left, scoring Rhyne; Sweeney was passed, filling the 
bases with only one out; Scarlitt's easy fly was muffed in short 
center by barnes, who then made a wild throw to third for a force 
play; MacFayden scored and Oliver tried to do so, but Kamm 
retrieved the ball and threw Tom out at the plate. Webb flied to 
Reynolds for the third out. 

The fourth run came in the ninth after two were out, when 
Jolley fell and lost Rhyne's fly to the foot of the mound, and a 
single by Heving scored Rhyne. 


NOTES OF THE GAME 


The first game of the doubleheader between the Red Sox 
and the White Sox at Braves Field this afternoon is scheduled to 
start at 2:05. 

"Blondy" Ryan of Holy Cross was out in a White Sox 
uniform, and it was said he had been signed by the Chicago club. 
Donie Bush said he had noy yet been signed, but that he would 
leave with the White Sox tonight, which makes it appear as if he 
were as good as signed. 

Regan sent barnes nearly to the fence for his high fly in the 
eighth. Barnes took the ball on the run at the foot of the terrace 
and continued on to the top before he checked his momentum. 

Regan was back at second, where he had a busy day, and 
Miller was at third.

SOX FIND POWER; 
SIEBERT WINS 13th, 9-4

Happiness is Sonny Siebert coasting to his 13th victory as 
the Red Sox trounced the Twins, 9-4, last night before a relaxed 
Fenway Park crowd of 29,293. 

Happiness is Carl Yastrzemski hitting a first inning two-run 
double, and then turning jeers to cheers in the sixth when he 
stuffed an oversized piece of cotton in both ears to drown out the 
razzing in the left field pavilion. 

Happiness is Rico Petrocelli smashing out his second home 
run in two days with a runner abroad as he overtook Harmon 
Killebrew for the American League RBI leadership at 62. 

Happiness is Luis Aparacio banging out four singles in four 
official trips, giving him six hits in the two-game sweep over the 
twins as a couple of Venezuelan broadcasters gleefully related it 
to countrymen back home. 

Yes, there was enough happiness left oer for Reggie Smith 
to hammer out a two-run homer - his 18th - and joe lahoud to 
wallop his ninth with george Scott on base in the fifth. 

Yaz, who was irritated when first asked to explain why he 
plugged his ears with cotton, cooled off quickly, and explained, 
"I was just having a little fun, the boos don't bother me. What am 
I supposed to do - get on my knees?" 

Siebert, who had a no-hitter until Harmon Killebrew 
doubled just out of Reggie Smith's reach with one out in the 
fourth, was breezing with a four-hit shutout until he came out for 
the ninth. 

The Twins erupted for four successive extrabase hits - back 
to back doubles by Killebrew and Rod Carew, and back to back 
home runs by Leo Cardenas and Jim Nettles - for four runs. 

Sonny, however, pulled himself together and retired the next 
three to register his sixth complete game in 21 attempts. 

"T just ran out of gas, that's all there was to it," said Siebert 
about his rocky ninth. "It was hot and muggy out there, and I had 
thrown more than 120 pitches. 

"IT had all my pitches going until then," he added, "but my 
fast ball was working best." 

Siebert, who was named to the All-Star roster, but never got 
to see action, said, "I'm capable of winning 20 games, and if I can 
get nine runs in each game like I did tonight, I think I can win 30. 

"T'm thinking positive," he quipped. "It helps a pitcher not to 
be negative." 

Lahoud, who is averaging a home run for each 11 times at 
bat, said, "It felt good to see those fans giving me a standing 
ovation after I hit a homer. They've been with me all the way." 


The victims of the 13-hit attack that was good for 23 bases, 
were starter Bert Blyleven, Hal Haydel, Jim Strickland and Tom 
Hall. 

Blyleven, who had previously won and lost 1-0 games in 
duels with Ray Culp, was roughed up by the Sox who pounded 
him for nine hits and five runs in three innings. It was Blyleven's 
12th loss in 19 decisions.

BLOW CHANCE 


Pitcher rips into Rivera 


DETROIT -- The September Red Sox. 

It had been pretty. A seven-game winning streak. Peace and 
harmony for the good of the team in the aftermath of Mike vs. 
Mo. 

This brief Era of Good Feeling ended in a muck of ill will 
between starter Matt Young and shortstop Luis Rivera in 
Boston's 8-2 loss to the Detroit Tigers last night. 

The Red Sox missed an opportunity to give destiny a shove 
in this pennant race, remaining four games behind American 
League East leader Toronto, which lost to Seattle at the 
SkyDome. 

Young, who dropped to 3-6 as his ERA rose to 5.01, was 
removed after a chaotic 3 2/3 innings in which he allowed five 
hits and three runs, two earned, as his defense betrayed him. 

Rivera botched two plays that wound up haunting Young. 
However, it wasn't so much those plays which irked the pitcher, 
but key Tiger hits that found their way through the middle of the 
infield -- hits the embattled lefty blamed on poor positioning. 

"I've told {Rivera} to move {toward the middle} several 
times, not just today but several times in the past," said Young. 
"After all the years I've pitched, I know how I pitch and what 
types of grounders I give up. I know by now how people should 
be positioned behind me. You can't play the guys' tendencies. I 
pitch a lot different than a lot of lefthanded pitchers. A lot of guys 
aren't going to pull me. I try to position my players in the right 
spot. 

"It's frustrating when you tell somebody to move and you 
turn around and the ball's been hit and he's not there. 

"[ just feel so frustrated right now," added Young. 

"Right now I almost feel like {Joe Morgan} is not going to 
give me another start." 

The lefty might be right. Morgan would only say, "We'll 
see." 

Rivera defended himself, saying he was playing according 
the scouting reports on Tiger hitters. He said Young told him 
once to move toward the middle. 

"I can't play in the hole and play up the middle at the same 
time," said Rivera. "I wasn't playing in the hole when the ball 
went up the middle. It just got through. Nobody on the bench told 
me to move." 

Young said, "I'm not mad at Luis. I'm not mad at anybody. 
I'm just frustrated." 

Jody Reed, who also made an error behind Young, defended 


Rivera, saying, "It's tough to go against your scouting report. 
Matt feels his defense should play more up the middle." 

The loss and the failure to pick up more ground could not be 
hung on Young. The Tigers, who packed their lineup with nine 
righthanded hitters, did not exactly rip Young, who has not 
pitched beyond the fifth in six of his last 10 starts, which the 
pitcher would argue is partly due to Morgan's quick hook. 

Middle reliever Dennis Lamp got out of a tough jam in the 
fourth, but surrendered two runs on five hits in 2 2/3 innings -- a 
Cecil Fielder homer in the fifth and an RBI double by Tony 
Phillips in the sixth, making it 5-2. Greg Harris allowed a 
whopping three-run homer to Alan Trammell in the eighth. 

The Sox' only offense occurred with two outs in the second 
when they struck for four straight singles -- by Mo Vaughn, Ellis 
Burks, Tony Pena and Rivera -- off Tiger starter Walt Terrell, 
who shut Boston down the rest of the way, improving his record 
to 12-10 with his eighth win in his last 11 appearances. Terrell 
allowed only two hits while pitching to 22 batters over the final 
seven innings. 

Reed, who rarely makes a bad throw, took Milt Cuyler's 
first-inning leadoff grounder and threw it wide of Vaughn. Add a 
Young walk to Tony Phillips and before long a run scored on a 
Fielder ground ball. 

Young's luck got progressively worse in the fourth. With 
one out, he fell to 2-0 on Pete Incaviglia, who singled up the 
middle. 

Then Andy Allanson grounded to shortstop and Rivera tried 
to be Michael Jordan and do it all himself. He tried to run to 
second for the force, but Incaviglia beat him to the bag. Rivera 
managed a throw that at least got one out. Reed seemed to be in 
position to take the throw and turn the double play. But he was 
left standing there like Horace Grant after a Jordan drive to the 
hoop. 

"It was real tough for me to take the ball out of my glove so 
close to the bag, so I decided to go with it myself," said Rivera. 

On the next play, Johnny Parades grounded to short and 
Rivera unleashed a wild throw. 

Cuyler followed with a single up the middle, scoring the 
tying run. Tony Phillips singled to left, scoring the go-ahead run. 
The 2-1 lead was now a 3-2 deficit, and Young had blown his 
fifth lead in his last six starts. 

Young and Morgan, who do not enjoy a fond relationship, 
chatted and Young walked off displeased. He walked into the 
dugout and softly tossed his glove on the bench, where he and 
Morgan chatted some more. 

"I just thought with stuff like I had tonight this stuff 
shouldn't happen," said Young. "I was throwing the ball too good 
for this to happen." 

One of Young's finest moments with the Red Sox had come 
in the third inning, when a single, a hit batsman and walk loaded 
the bases with two outs. He went to 3-2 to Skeeter Bryant before 
striking him out on a hard fastball on the inside corner. 

That might have been the best of Young for the rest of this 
season.

They won't win any pennants this year and it’s probably too 
late in the season for them to get very high in the pennant race - 
but, my, can't those battering Braves sock the big boys! 

Dave Bancroft's hustling, bustling Tribesmen, who can 
apparently lick any outfit which boasts of pennant aspirations, but 
often has difficulty in laying low the poorest entries, ran true to 
form yesterday by taking a fall out of Rogers Hornsby's St. Louis 
Cardinals, to the tune of 5-0. 

The Cards had been traveling on high like a high-price 
motor car on a smooth stretch of road, having flattened the 
Brooklyn Robins six successive times, were rolling on their way. 
They came to this city yesterday morning, just brimming over 
with ginger and confidence, with eyes set on overhauling the 
pace-setting Pirates and high hopes of gaining ground at the 
expense of the Braves. 

However, the best laid plans often go astray and today it’s 
the Braves who are chortling with glee, while the St. Louis 
visitors are vowing vengeance. 


Benton Comes Through 


Manager Bancroft nominated Larry Benton, blond hurler 
from Cincinnati, to stop the on rush of the men of Hornsby, and 
as a prophet Banny batted for 1000. Larry, with his coolness and 
his nerve, his whizzing fast ball and his elusive curve, not only 
defeated the Cards, but limited their bat activity to fie safe hits, 
one of these of the scratchy variety, and he shut them out. 

In the meantime, the Boston batters pounced on Vic Keen, 
visiting righthander, with much gusto and they didn't lose much 
time about it, gathering a pair of tallies in the opening canto and 
sending Mr. Keen to the showers pronto. 

Along came a left-handed pitching person, Arthur Reinhart 
my name and he tarried until the sixth, when he, too, took his 
bath under the cooling stream. Allan Sothoron, spitball heaver, 
relieved Reinhart during a torrid session in the sixth and he went 
along till the eighth, being removed for a pinch-hitter in that 
session. Bill Hallahan, another southpaw, here came into the 
picture and he got by the eighth without damage. 

How sweet is revenge! It was a Cardinal castoff, Jack Smith, 
who figured principally in the onslaught on the enemy pitching. 
Jack cracked out three safe blows during the matinee 
performance, one of his drives being good for two bases, and he 
trotted home with three of Boston's five tallies. 

Andy High also turned in a trio of safe smacks to his club's 
total, while Manager Bancroft and Jimmy Welsh each secured a 
pair of safeties. Every Boston player, outside of the battery, hit 
safely at least once, the fielding of the tribe was airtight, and 
altogether it was a roseate afternoon, viewed from a Boston 
angle. 


Cards Threaten 


The Cards threatened seriously in the opening stanza, but 
fast fielding cut off a score and a lightning doubleplay by Doc 
Gautreau, Bancroft and Cooney stopped the thunder. In this 
frame, Ray Blades was hit, to open hostilities. Billy Southworth, 
one-time Brave, singled to right and Blades moved to third. 
Hornsby smacked one to Banny and the Tribal boss shot the ball 
to Siemer. Blades cut back to third and Siemer pegged the sphere 
to High who returned it and the Card leadoff man was nipped at 
the plate. Bottomly strolled on four bad balls, but on Bell's rap 
came the double play and the curtain on the Card inning. 

In Boston's half of the inning came merry bat music and two 
markers. Jack Smith cracked out a single. Bancroft hoisted to 
OFarrell. Hornsby tossed out Welsh and Smith moved to the 
third station. High inserted a one-ply shot into the picture and 
Smith tallied. Brown singled and High scored. 

All serene along the Charles till the fourth, both clubs failing 
in their efforts to dent the home dish. In the fourth, with one 
gone, Smith beat out a rap and came all the way around on 
Banny's triple. The Tribal chieftain also tallied on Welsh's 
three-sacker. High and Brown were tossed out. 

In the sixth Smith opened with a double, continued to third 
on his manager's sacrifice hoist to Southworth and registered at 
the plate when Welsh beat out a rap in front of the plate. 

The Cardinals made desperate attempt to get a man over, but 
to no avail, with Benton working in top form and his defensive 
mates supporting him nobly.

BARRETT BAFFLES 
GIANTS, 4-1 


Braves Romp to Third Straight on N.Y. 
Errors

A neat four-hit performance by Red Barrett, the 
conservational curver, was the flame which kept the Braves 
winning spurt percolating with a 4-1 victory over the New York 
Giants at Braves field yesterday before a Ladies' Day crowd of 
4074. 

In scoring their third consecutive victory of the series, the 
Braves made good use of the impetus given their attack by four 
Giants errors. The Braves made nine hits off the New York 
hurlers, Bill Voiselle and Harry Feldman, but three of their four 
runs were unearned. 


Checks Giants' Big 4 


There was no disputing the fact, however, that Barrett was 
entitled in the triumph, his first of the season. He had lost three 
previous starts, all of which he failed to finish, but yesterday he 
was quite the master as he allowed New York's formidable 
Murderers' Row of Ott, Medwick, Weintraub and lombardi but 
one hit - an infield single by Big Lom. 


Pitching at his usual rapid-fire tempo, Barrett was worried in 
only two innings - the third and the ninth. The Giants tallied in 
the third, tying the score, 1-1, when Napoleon Reyes doubled off 
the left field fence and raced home on Kerr's clean single to right. 

From then until the ninth, Barrtett let only one Giant reach, 
walking Lombardi with two out in the seventh. Rucker, however, 
opened the ninth with a single to center, and Ott followed with a 
walk. 

This was trouble, even with a 4-1 lead, but Chuck Workman 
came in fast to catch Medwick's fly in right-center; and then 
Workman caught Weintraub's well-maced liner and doubled the 
overambitious Rucker off second to end the game. 

The wonder was that the Braves didn't score more runs. Two 
errors, a wild pitch, and a hit gave them only one run off Voiselle 
in the first. Holmes reached on Hausmann's boot, and he smartly 
sprinted all the way to third as Reyes and Voiselle waited vainly 
for Macon's bunt to roll foul. 


Macon Nipped at Plate 


Disconcerted by Holmes' daring, Voiselle immediately got 
him off the bases by wild pitching, Macon taking third. Macon 
did not risk a dash home on Nieman's grounder to second, but he 
took a chance on Workman's grounder to Weintraub, and was out 
at the plate. 

The Braves went ahead when Nieman barely got a double on 
his liner to left-center in the fourth, and scored on Clyde Kluttz' 
sharp hit to the same sector. 

The Tribe clinched victory with two runs off Feidman in the 
eighth. Workman got one of his rare hits down the left field line 
for a double. Kluttz walked, and Gladu sacrificed. Ryan was 
intentionally passed, but when Wietelmann grounded to 
Hausmann, the high throw home drew Mancuso off the plate and 
Workman scored. After fanning Barrett, feldman forced in Kluttz 
by passing Holmes.

With the ease and efficiency of a master craftsman, Max 
Surkont pitched the Braves into the National League lead as he 
blanked the Phillies, 3 to 0, before 9038 at Braves Field 
yesterday. 

As he won his third straight game, the big right hander from 
Pawtucket became the best fourth starter on any big league club. 
If a fourth starter is all the Braves need to win the pennant, you 
can begin applying for World series tickets. 

It was the second time within eight days that Surkont has 
beaten the defending champions. He whipped them 2 to 1 a week 
ago Friday, the Phillies run on that occasion being unearned. 

In his three successes, Max has given up only four earned 
runs. 


Elliott Features 


The Braves played like champions, especially Bob Elliott, 
who fielded and hit like the Mr. Team of 1947 when he was the 
most valuable player in the National League. 

An alert, hustling team, the Braves chalked up their fifth 
straight win. 

Only one of the visitors reached third base off Surkont, so 
well did he space the eight hits and two walks he granted the 
Phillies. Max had a couple of rough customers to dispose of when 
his first shutout as a Braves pitcher was in jeopardy. 

With two out in the eighth, Richie Ashburn laid down a 
perfect bunt. Dick Sisler bounced a hard grounder over earl 
Torgeson's head to sent Ashburn to third. 

This brought Del Ennis to the plate. He was swinging with a 
favoring wind, which was gale-like as it whipped the flags 
towards left field. Surkont kept the ball down low and Del 
slapped an inning ending grounder to Roy Hartsfield. 

There were two out in the ninth when another jam 
developed. Andy Seminick singled to left. Buddy Kerr jumbled 
Mike Goliat's roller. 

Bill Nicholson, an old-time tormentor of the Tribe, pinchhit 
for Dick Whitman. He hit a soft loft to Sid Gordon to end the 
speedy contest in 1 hour and 43 minutes. 


Kerr Starts Trouble 


Opposing Surkont was Russ Meyer, the hard-throwing 
righthander. He was no soft touch. 

The first Braves run was unearned. Kerr opened the third 
with a single to left, and Surkont set up the run with a sacrifice 
bunt. 

Catching Willie Jones playing deep at third base, Roy 
Hartsfield bunted halfway between the plate and third. Jones 
never had a chance to nail Roy at first but he threw anyway and

Bruins Win, 8-2, Keeping Margin Over 
Rangers

With big Roy Conacher, the season's most sensational 


rookie, leading an overwhelming attack, the Bruins sank the 
Stanley Cup-holding Chicago Blackhawks without trace before 


13,000 at the Old Depot last night. The final score was 8 to 2. 

Young Roy, 22-year-old brother of the celebrated Lionel 
Praetoria and Charley, hung up four goals as the newly formed 
line of Conacher, Bill Cowley and Mel Hill stole the show from 
the other Bruin wave with Cowley giving a dazzling display of 
stick handling and setting up all four of Conacher's goals. 


Plenty of Scoring 


The rest of the Bruins scoring was widely scattered with 
nine different players sharing in the goals and assists. 
Supplementing Conacher's goals were single contributions by 
Bill Hollett, Bobby Bauer, Porky Dumart and Dit Clapper, while 
assists went to Dumont, Milt Schmidt, Johnny Crawford and Mel 
Hill. 

The victory was the sixth straight for the Bruins over the 
hapless Hawks, who have yet to so much as tie our home heroes. 
It also enabled the B's to keep pace with the Rangers who handed 
the Detroit Red Wings a one-sided licking in New York. The 
margin equalled the Bruins' previous best this season, other 8 to 2 
wins having been scored against Toronto and Amerks. 


Best Individual Effort 


Conacher's four goals was the best individual piece turned in 
by a Bruin this year. Previously Roy had been unique among the 
evenly balanced B's for scoring the hat trick of three goals against 
the Rangers. Only two other players, Syl Apps and Toe Blake, 
have scored four goals in a single game this year. The record is 
six, held jointly by several athletes. Conacher, playing his first 
full season in the majors now has tallied 17 goals, which puts him 
in a virtual tie with Blake and Alex Shibicky among the league's 
goal getters.

CELTICS VICTORS, 
102-100; EJECT FOUR 
FOR FIGHTING

In one of the wildest basket ball games in Boston history, 
the Celtics outlasted the Syracuse nats for the first time in two 
years, 102 to 100, at the Garden last night. 

Fortunately, no one was injured in the three-hour circus, 
which rode to a fitting climax of ludricousness when Referee 
Arnold Helt slipped on the ice. 

The 5264 spectators sat wild-eyed as the following events 
unfolded: 

(1) Four players, Celtics' Bob Cousy and Chuck Cooper, and 
Syracuse's Paul Seymour and John Maskinowski were ejected for 
fighting. 

(2) Seven players were put out with six personal fouls. A 
Total of 83 fouls were called by Referees Heft and Max 
Tabbacchi. 

(3) A time spread of 41 minutes was needed to play the last 
three official minutes. 

(4) A pair of disqualified nats were allowed to return in the 


final quarter, because of an injury to Gerry Calabrese. 

(5) Sonny Hertzberg, ailing Celtic guard, after playing the 
first half, donned street clothes, then put his uniform back on to 
play the final two minutes. 

The game was evenly-waged until the players took 
command over the harassed officials to bring about the farcical 
final moments. 

The Celtics lost Cousy halfway through the third period, 
when Bob and Seymour were banished. The score was tied 63-all 
at the time. 


Schaves Leaves 


Boston spun to a 78-75 advantage heading into the final 
stanza and the Celtics got a break when Dolph Schayes, who 
scored 20 points points, was banished on fouls. 

Syracuse came back to 80 to 79. Then the celts put together 
10 points, holding Al Cervi's lads to a single foul shot. Syracuse 
was never able to catch up. 

In this spree Ed Leede fed Ed Macauley a fast pass for a 
basket, Harry Boycoff dropped on one of his seven two-headed 
over-head pop shots, Leade added another hoop bin combine with 
macauley and a free try. bob Donham chipped in with a 
two-pointer and foul conversion. 

At the three-minute mark the Celtics sported a 95-85 margin 
and seemed home. 

Nobel Jorgenson connected for a pivot turn hoop and added 
a free throw, while Don Lofgran also conversion a charity toss to 
cut the margin to six points. As the Nats pressed all over the court 
Alex hannum joined Schayes and Bill Gabor on the bench on 
fouls with six personals. 


Leeds and Donham added free try conversions to 
over-match a Cervi foul toss for the visitors and it read, Boston, 
98 to 90. 

Macauley went out on fouls, being replaced by Ed Staneack. 
Hannum canned two "conversions" as he came in off the bench to 
replace Calabrese who was "injured" in a scrimmage, Calabrese 
being unable to take his shots. This cost Syracuse a "technical" 
foul shot, but Leede missed the try. 

Macknowski threw in a free try and the visitors trailed by 
only five points, 98 to 93. Macknowski intercepted a Stanczak 
pass under the Nats' hoop and scored to cut the Celts’ margin to 
three points. 

Macknowski fould Donham but the Celt missed the attempt, 
and Hertzberg came back in for the Celtics. 

John Mahnken then fouled Jorgenson and the burly Nats' 
pivot man dropped in the shot for a 98-96 Celtic reading, and a 
full minute to play. 

Hannum fouled Mahnken and two conversions gave the 
Celtic a 100 to 96 margin. A technical foul was included here, as 
hannum was an "ineligble" player, having been exiled earlier for 
six personals. 

Chuck Cooper and the smaller, but rugged Macknowski then 
went the way of Cousy and Seymour as they put on a fine 
half-minute round of fisticuffs. 

Schayes was forced to return for the visitors to replace 
Macknowski and fould Stanczak who dropped in both attempts. 
Syracuse refused to quit and in the dying seconds, Schayes added 
two fouls and scored a basket as the final buzzer sounded. 

Syracuse made good on 42 of 54 foul shots; Celtics 42 of 
56.
